ROME, MAY 15.—Infantry regiments have been called out to 


quell pro-war demonstrations which, within the past twenty-four 
hours, have assumed the proportions of serious riots. Even the in- 
fantry could not break up the demonstrations and the prospects for 
a civil war looms up as strongly probable unless there is some official 
utterance from the palace within the next few hours. The king has 
stated that he will leave the matter entirely up to the parliament. 


ROME, MAY 15.—War preparations in Italy have reached the 


final stage. Following an urgent council of the government today 
orders were telegraphed to all the prefects throughout Italy to hand 
o\er their powers to the militarv authorities, if deemed necessary,

Will Reject Demands Of Ameri- 
can Note-Week Will Probably 
Elapse Before Wilson Will Re- 
ceive A Reply. 


BERLIN, MAY 15.—The German press has not yet been inform- 


ed of the contents of President Wilson's note concerning the Liun> 
tania catastrophe. The note was delivered at 10:30 today and it ii 
thought probable that an answer will be made within a short time. 
Conferences of German officials have been called when the matter ot 
answering the note will be taken up. 


WASHINGTON, MAY 15.—Government officials tonight profeu 


to be highly encouraged as a result of reports from Berlin concern- 
ing the anticipated stand of the German government in the matter 
of the president's note on the Lusitania matter. 


The situation Saturday in the American-German crisis stood: 
A forecast that Germany would propose arbitration was accept- 


ed in official quarters as likely to come time. 


A week probably will elapse before Germany's reply will be 


made to President Wilson's note demanding reparation for loss of 
American lives and property through German submarine warfare, 
and a pledge that such warfare will be modified to safeguard lives 
and property of neutrals.

The arbitration proposal is expected from Germany as a means 


toward justifying her submarine warfare, resulting in the sinking 
of the liner Lusitania. '

SHOES THAT SAVE LEATHER 


American Inventor Claim* to Have 


Made a Discovery of Mirch Eco- 


nomical Importance. 


If you were to hear someone say, 


"He's wearing out shoe cotton looking 
for a job," wouldn't it sound queer? 


You have been used to hearing it 


said this way "He's wearing out shoe 
leather looking for a jot* " 


But the new \vay won't sound so 


foolish if the plans of an American 
do not go astray—for he has invented 
a cotton shoe sole which experts say 
Is as good as leather. 


Leather is sc»rce and dear because 


cuttle are getting relatively scarcer 
and scarcer every year. An actual 
decrease of 4,000,000 cattle in the 
United States in twenty years has 
been found by the census enumerators 
of Uncle Sam. But in the same pe- 
riod of time the population of the 
country has been increased by 29,000,- 
000.

Color Photography. 


The newest jnocess for photography 


in color is the invention of an English- 
man uho has made his home in this 
country, and it has several advantages 
over the processes which have pre- 
ceded it. This method calls for the 
exposure of two plates sensitized for 
all colors, either simultaneously or in 
quick succession, one through a red 
fllter. the other through a grepn filter. 
The plates are developed and lixed in 
the usual manner, after which the 
black silver forming the image is re- 
moved by simple chemical means. The 
platea are then dyed—that taken 
through the red fllter in a green dye 
and that taken through the green fllter 
in a red dye 
The plates take up the 


dyes in inverse proportion to the origi- 
nal silver deposit.

The claim of the liquor interests that to deprive men ol" intox: 


cants makes them want intoxicants all the more will not stand tin 
test oi" reason. 
Continued inebriates, those in the. last stages o 


alcoholism, may have a genuine physical craving For strong iFi-in] 
and to deprive them of alcohol may lie a physical hardship. 


But in the vast majority of instances the craving for intoxicat 


ing beverages is a mental habit, or at worst a mental disease, rathe 
than a physical demand. No half-way normal human being has ! 
natural physical craving for intoxicants. Men may say they have 
but ttey mistake a distorted mental condition for a physical demand. 
Men, no more than the lower animals, have a natural physical desire 
to drink beverage intoxicants, 


Foe: this reason the harder liquor is to secure the less of the 


stuff will be consumed. A perfectly enforced prohibition law in 
this or any other nation for a year Avoukl destroy the national ap- 
petite for liquor. "Of course, a perfectly enforced prohibitory law 
would be impossible in any country in a year, but this is no argu- 
ment against such iu\ enactment, because our statute books are 
already crowded with prohibitory laws and none of them are en- 
forced with, even approximate perfection. 


The warden of every penitentiary in the country will cite plenty 


of instances where even confirmed inebriates are completely cured 
of the drink habit simply because of their inability to secure alcoholic 
drinks. When these men enter upon their terms.they are confront- 
ed at the outset, by the fact that it will be impossible for them to 
obtain liquor of any kind. When this faet enters their minds it 
drives out to a large extent the mental habit; and except in: the worst 
cases of alcoholism there is at no time a real physical demand for 
even the milder I'cJrms of intoxicants. 


Medical experts have given scientific demonstrations of these 


facts time and again. To say that prohibition only makes men crave 
strong drink all the more is no more true tln.in to say that the- denial 
of cake to the child surfeited with cake, will nu'ke him greedier for 
cake. In both instances it is not a genuine physical craving, but an 
abnormal mentei condition and the best cure for both the greedy 
child and the drunkard is absolute prohibition. 


In view of-the reasonableness of these conclusions the oft-re- 


peated assertion 
of the liquor interests that prohibitory 
laws in- 


crease the use intoxicants is a ghastly joke. If that assertion were 
true would not the manufacturers of beverage intoxicants be the 
strongest advocates of prohibition? Does anyone believe that these 
men would oppose prohibition if prohibition did not prohibit? 


No prohibitory enactment will be a sneeess the Jirst year—nor 


at the end pi: ten years. But it will be more nearly n sneeess at the 
end of the first decade than it will -be at the end of the first year. 
Despite the positive assertions ol' drunkard makers to the contrary, 
Ihe wider the area of statutory prohibition, the less liquor there will 
be consumed^ 


If this were not .so it may be set down as a demonstrable truth 


Hint the liquor interests would not be so frantic as they are in their 
opposition to prohibitory laws.

TELEPHONING IN THE FIELD 


Important Branch of Warfare That 


Has Been Brought to Practical 


State of Perfection. 


Tho telegraph section that accom- 


panies every large column of the 
troops now at \\ar resembles a gun 
team. According to "Great Deeds of 
the Great War," the section is made 
vp of two vehicles, one of which is 
the limber, and the other .of which 
carries, not a gun, but a great drum, 
upon which are wound many miles of 
cable. As tho section goes forward, 
a ratcnet on the hub of a wheel en- 
gages another on the drum, and tho 
cable is unwound. Behind the drum 
rides a soldier, who carries a lance- 
like pole that ends in a hook instead 
of a blade 
As the cable unwinds, the 


soldier deftly catches it and thrusts it 
aside, so that it will be clear of all 
traffic.
